A vote was 
taken in which some 8,600 ballots were 
cast and 35,000 trades union men were 
called out in Winnipeg in sympathetic 
strike. 

But at the enh of it all was the O. 
B. U., and that is the real issue in 
Canada’s sympathetic strike. 

In other words, the revolutionaries 
merely seized the opportunity two 
months ahead of the set time for try- 
ing out a general tieup. 

The tieup May 14 was complete.

Sages were sent out as were passed 
by the strike committee, to quote from 
the Labor News strike bulletin of May 
19. 

Thus the strike committee tied up a 
dominion government activity, the 
mails; a provincial government activ- 
ity, the telephones, and all municipal 
utilities. 


Canadian Laws Balked. 


It tied up all the constituted authori- 
ties of Canada. Telegraph messages 
may be seen in. Winnipeg bearing the 
stamp of the strike committee censor- 
ship, government messages sent over 
government operated lines. It went 
that far. 

Then came the next step. Having 
stopped everything, the strike commit- 
tee proceeded to open things up a bit 
under its control. Cards were issued: 
“Permitted by authority of strike com- 
mittee.” Bread was baked and milk 
sold by such authority.

PALMA CLIPS 
MILE RECORD; 
MULFORD STARS 


New York, June 14.—[Special.]—All 
time records for similar races were 
eclipsed today in the international 
sweepstakes at the Sheepshead Bay 
speedway when a dozen contestants 
thrilled more than 40,000 spectators in 
one of the most successful racing 
events ever undertaken locally. 

Four races were staged and, despite 
the pace set by the winners, not an ac- 
cident beyond a flat tire or two hap- 
pened. The races were under the aus- 
pices of the Eastern States Motor Rac- 
ing association. 

_ Sets Fifty-Mile Record. 

The main event was the fifty mile, 
the last on the program. It was won 
by Ralph De Palma in a Packard, and 
the crowd went wild when he covered 
the last of the twenty-five laps far 
ahead of his nearest competitor. The 
time was 26:23 1-5, beating the time 
of 26:57 3-10 set by Chevrolet Sept. 22, 
1917. The average was 114.5 miles an 
hour. 

De Palma was easily the favorite. 
The race was his after the fifth lap, 
when he pulled ahead of the field. His 
nearest competitor for a time was 
Ralph Mulford, who drove a Frontenac 
Special, and who had won two of the 
previous races. 

‘Mulford clung closely to De Palma 
up to the twenty-first lap, when he had 
a blowout and quit the race. Joseph 
Boyer Jr., driving a Frontenac Spe- 
cial, finished second, and Dave Lewis, 
in a Meteor, was third. De Palma was 
a lap ahead of Mulford when the lat- 
ter’s tire blew out. 


Airplanes Follow Cars. _ 
Splendid weather conditions put the 
racers on their mettle, and the crowd 
was in the best of humor. Between 
events airplanes circled over the in- 
field and held the attention of the spec- 
tators.

MICHIGAN FISHING LAWS. 


HERE is nothing new nor start- 
ling in the revised fish and game 
laws as enacted recently by the | 
Michigan legislature. The points 
that will interest anglérs most are the 
changes made in. the trout and bass 
seasons. Heretofore the season on 
trout was May 1 to Sept. 1 on the 
lower peninsula and May 15 to Sept. 
lon the upper. Now the laws specify 
the latter dates only. The legal 
length limit of seven inches remains 
the same, but no daily limit is men- 
tioned. No more than fifty trout may 
be had in possession. 
The old law on black bass opened 


this has been changed to apply to 
both species with the season opening 
on June 16. The legal limits are easy 
to remember: Ten inches minimum 
length; ten fish per day; ten in pos- 
session. 

The lay on wall eyes or pike perch 
remain the same: Open season from 
May 1 to Feb. 1; limit per day, ten; 
minimum length, ten inches. 


pan fishes; pike (other 
pickere!l and muskel- 
lunge, but an inch has been added to 
the legal minimum sizes of white bass, 
calico bass, rock bass, blue gills, crap- 
pies, and sunfishes, making it six 
inches for all varieties. 

The minimum on perch is still five 
inches for personal use, but nothing 
under nine inches may be sold. No 
more than twenty-five of these fishes 
may be caught in one day nor more 
than that quantity had in possession 
at one time. 

White fish, ciscos and carp may be 
taken with hook and line at any time, 
but may be speared only by obtaining 
@ permit from the state; suckers, mul- 
let, redsides, grass pike, and carp may 
be taken with spear or dip net in the 
streams of lower peninsula during 
March and April and with a spear 
througn the ice in January and Febru- 
ary in all parts of the state,. providing 
no light is used. .. The fiye latter spe- 
cles may also be taken with: spear and 
dip net from: March 1 to May 15 on 
the upper peninsula. 

The nonresident license fee remains 
unchanged for this season, the fee 
being $5 for a general license and $1 
for all fishes except brook trout. How- 
ever, the law provides for a reduction

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Many anglers living outside of Mich- 
igan will be sorry to hear that no 
change has been made in the regula- 
tions regarding the shipment of fish. 
The same old law, which most nonrésl- 
dents consider stingy, is still in effect. 
On the license will be found a coupon— 
1, only 1, count ’em, as the o. f. circus 
posters used to say—which must be at- 
tached to any package of fish the non- 
resident angler ships or carries out of 
the state. 

This means that only one day’s catch 
may be taken home by a nonresident 
during the entire season. 

It may not be out of place here to 
warn anglers about the chances they 
take when they neglect to attach the 
coupon to packages they are taking 
home with them. Of course they need 
not go out of their way to have it can- 
celed and they can attach it lightly so 
it can be used again, if they have no 
scruples about such matters, but it 
should be on the package, as Michi- 
gan wardens have the habit of being on 
the job just as you are about to board 
your train or boat.

Every ounce of food 
is accounted for. 

When he balanced his books the ist 
of last March he found his gross in- 
come for the year had been $4,980.15. 
And when he had figured up what he 
had paid out for concentrates, the 
value of the feed he raised on the farm 
and fed to the cows, the cost of help, 
and the incidentals, he found that his 
gross income had heen just $37.95 more 
than it would have been if he had sold 
the grains direct to the market, in- 


The net income, which does not 
take into account the board and wash- 
ing of the hired man and the ‘mainte- 
mance of his driving horse or the 


household expenses, but merely the ag- 


}| Sregate milk sales for the year, from 


which is deducted the cost of pur- 
chased feeds and the hired man’s sal- 
ary, was $2,696.95. 

This does not take into consideration, 
either, ordinary cost of upkeep of 
farm utensils and general depreciation. 


Income and Investment. 


But this so-called net income, or 
what Mr. Wingate had left from his 
milk sales after he had paid the hired 
man and his bill at the feed store, did 
not include anything for his own time. 
In other words, $2,696.95 \vas what he 
had left for his own labor, manage- 
ment, and the production of the entire 


He places his investment at $31,604, 
as follows: 
Value of herd 2,365 
165 acres land 25,575 
Machinery 2,564 


But with merely the amount he paid | 


out for concentrates for the herd and 
for hired help deducted from the gross 
returns from the sale of milk, his 

“net” figures about 8 per cent on the 
investment. 

In order to realize that much he and 
his associates have figured that 5.2 
cents a quart to the distributor in 
June is not unreasonable.

If the housewife is to pay 14 cents 
per quart for milk she should be as- 
sured good milk. So say Health Com- 
missioner John Dill Robertson and City 
Prosecutor Miller. Together they have 
undertaken a campaign against deal- 
ers in poor grades of milk. In two 
weeks twelve suits have been brought 
and fines imposed in every case.

and Other Matters

M I my brother’s keeper?

Because my sister sits at her tele 
phone hour after. hour, in utterly idle, 
useless, often dangerous gossip, calling 
up her equally shallow and garrulous 
kind, I am to be deprived from to- 
morrow on of the care free, casual use 
of my far from overworked telephone 
and am henceforth to brood and fret 
over how I may. keep my telephone 
bills within the Hmits of an jmmoder- 
ately moderate income. 

The feeling aroused by the dry law 
‘{s as if you were obliged to have a per- 
fectly good molar pulled because your 
brother’s molars had pus sacs at their 
roots. That aroused by the curtail- 
ment of free service telephones is as 
if you were told that, because your sis- 
ter breathed noisily or over much, 
every breath you should draw hereaf- 
ter was to be metered. 

‘The many years of flat rate tele 
phone service have planted deep with- 
in us the conviction that such service 
was an inalienable right, whereas it 
has been a privilege that, like all priv- 
fleges, has been paid for by others. Had 
.we used this unlimited service with 
moderation it might still be ours for 
_a little longer, but not much. A 40 
+ per cent advance in wages of telephone 
girls in the last year would have to be 
met by ene — sometime. 

Rates Under Measured System. 

. The telephoné company answers 
221,000,000 calls a year from flat rate 
telephones. It is expected that 81,000,- 
000 of these will be eliminated by the 
new system. If you are careful and 
taciturn you may find the measured 
system to your financial advantage. 

A visit to the company’s general of- 


> 


fices to examine its system of measur 
ing service was both interesting and. 
reassuring. When a little round 
green or red eye blinks at the operator 
showing that you are through using 
your wire she disconnects and pulls a 
registering lever. She can’t pull it 
unless your telephone is on its hook. 

The department harboring the me- 
ters is a curious place. The meters are 
little rolls of numbers stacked from 
floor to ceiling in glass cases and so 
quick is the movement as each regis- 
ters that it’s hard to get more than 
the flash of an eyelash as they turn. 
But there’s a little, subdued, dry whirr 
there that is more like the rustle of 
the giant cockroaches that used to in- 
fest that old fifty ton steamer, Sir Wil- 
liam McKinnon, on Victoria Nyanza in 
central Africa, than any other sound I 
know. 

Seven thousand girls are employed 
as telephone operators here. They earn 
from $17.50 a week up, with pay for 
overtime and holidays. They work 
two hours, then rest fifteen minutes. 
The company provides comfortable and 
attractive rest rooms and “silence” 
rooms, and runs a restaurant where 
excellent meals are provided “free 
gratis for nothing.” It also has estab- 
lished at Warrenville, Ill, an attrac- 
tive country home for the women<em- 
ployés where they can spend their va- 
cations at a moderate charge of $4 & 
week, A social service department 
looks out for the welfare of the girls 
outside of working hours. . ' 

In short, it appears to be an up to 
date organization and not one of the 
old, short-sighted, hard-fisted corpora- 
tions, breeders of bolsheviki and_I. 
W. W.’s.

These schools have been chosen in 


_ localities where there seems to be much 
need for furnishing wholesome recrea- 
tional activities that will aid in keeping 


down juvenile delinquency where it 
would otherwise flourish if nothing 
were done to care for the idle time of 
the children. 

‘In these centers the lines of activi- 
ties will consist mainly of gymnasium 
work, both indoor and out of door; 
plays and games, supervised by compe- 
tent instructors; story telling and dra- 
matic work; singing and folk dancing. 
Shower bath facilities will be open all 
day for the children and there will be 
penny lunchrooms at their service also. 
In a few of the centers there may be 
Americanization work and classes in 
the household arts. 

Some of these recreational centers 


will be in buildings where there are 


open air rooms and some where the 
summer review schools are being con- 
ducted. The work will begin in the 
morning and will continue until 1 or 2 
o'clock. The needs of the neighbor- 
hood will be the guide as to the na- 
ture and extent of the work carried 
on. 

Centers of this nature have been con- 
ducted by the board of education dur- 
ing the last two years and have shown 
by the work they have done the de- 
sirability of something of this kind 
to turn the idle time of children in 
vacation into something werth while 
to them and to the community.

RED CROSS: WORLD AUTHORITY. 


In the general shaking up which the world has 
endured some things remain as they were, some 
things have not returned at all, and still others 
have returned, but greatly changed in appearance. 
Investigating some of the.functions of today we 
find them pretty much as they were yesterday, O1.iy 
surfaces altered; and some of our functions have 
not been investigated at all. ’ 

The Red Cross is one of these. And we hasten 
to add that the word “investigation ” is not used in 
the suspicious sensé but rather in the sense of in- 

-ywentory; investigation so that we may have ‘ta- 
timate knowledge of an institution fondly patron- 
ized by the people, know its world relations, its am- 
bitions, its management; in short, so the people 
may have information on a project s0 important 
and so increasingly devoted to world affairs. 

t probably is fair to say that our popular pre- 
war conception of the Red Cross is that of an or- 
ganization largely symbolized by Miss Florence 
Nightingale and the precious gentleness, the pa- 
tience, and unwearying self-sacrifice of kind faced 
women in field hospitals. And this conception is 
not far fetched, for the record of brave women is 
a long and nobie one. 

But the Red Cross has enlarged its field so’ 
greatly, has emerged from the hospital with such 
expedition, and has engaged in such truly spectac- 
ular enterprises that it is doubtful if the public 
has been able to keep pace with its ramifications. 

Far from only maintaining nursing staffs in 
military hospitals the Red Cross became, during 
the war, a great distributing agency. It operated 
the hospitals, became renowned for the number of 
its officers, captains, majors, colonels, and what 
not. These captains and majors and colonels, rec- 


suitable recognition, embraced army instead of 
civilian standards, and demanded the military 
salute from army officers of lesser rank. 

So, we see, we have not properly gauged the im- 
portance the Red Cross has achieved; and it, is 
possible the people would like to know about it., 
Red Cross offiters, male and female, were present 
in considerable numbers in Paris. Officers of the 
line, back from the front, were expected to be suit- 
ably cognizant of the presence of the Paris Red 
Cross by addressing the salute, which, we supposed, 
was reserved for the fighting citizen. 

We perceive also that the Red Cross is raised 
to the authority of a world power, recognized by 
the covenant of the league of nations. For all the 
evidence there is to the:contrary the Red Cross is 
thus properly approved. 

We also have evidence that the Red Cross is of 


advance of the senate of the United States. We 
had always supposed the senaf® to be our most 
important deliberative and legislative body;' yet 
the Red Cross supersedes it in an international ne- 
gotiation wherein the peace cf the world is at 
stake. 

The Red Cross has grown. Yet while it, has 
achieved such marked distinction we reflect that 
after all it is dependent upon the public for its, 
support, and is, so far as anything is known to the 
contrary, an entirely unofficial organization. It 
is responsible to no one for its conduct, and has, 


excellent so far as is known. 

It is not beside the mark to’ suggest that an or- 
ganization so important have some governmental 
responsibility; should be allied in such a way with 
government as to render its functions open to pub-' 
lic observation. It does, in fact, by reason of its 
importance, assume governmental and administra- 
tive qualities. It follows that it should be respon- 
sible to the government, inasmuch as it is the peo- 
ple of the government who support it. f 

In negotiations as important as world peace it 
should be the duty of the senate to inquire into the 
responsibility of all organizations and boards and 
commissions party to it so that in the future ob- 
jection may not be raised relative to the authority 
of each. It would not be the best policy to have 
a great problem Yhinge upon the authority of an 
organization which enjoys no official life, ig con- 
nected with no government, is not controlled by 
the people, and which, in fact, ds without sover. 


The Red Cross is becoming too important to 
run as a quasiadministrative body without cre- 
dentials. It should be on a solid foundation, re- 
sponsible to the government, and oen to investi- 
gation. It is no longer a benevolent organization 
It is to be hoped that 
no authority will rise up independ:-nt of congress. 
Congress is and should be jealous of its complete 
dominance

WHO ARE THE BOURGEOISIE? 
The extreme Socialists, the syndicalists, and the 


bolshevists never become so bitter as when they 
talk about the.“ bourgeoisie.” The dictatorship of 
the proletariat and the destruction (not necessarily 
by assassination) of the bourgeoisie are the accept- 
ed slogans of the revolutionary program. The 
general assumption seems to be that the bour- 
geois class is responsible for most, if not all, the 
ills of society. : 

Now, thé average man would like to discover who 
| constitute this class which, it would appear if the 
bolshevists are correct, is even more criminal] than 
the inmates of our penitentiaries. But our ex- 
tremists rarely take the trouble to satisfy the aver: 
age man’s curiosity on this point; they usually 
avoid giving definitions or drawing a line of de- 
marcation, though they are always ready to repeat 
cant phrases and cant doctrines. The average 
man is finally driven to the conclusion that if you 
are not a bolshevik you are a bourgeois, and vice 
yersa; and this conclusion is a fairly accurate de 
duction from the ordinary bolshevist propaganda. 

The word bourgeois in {ts origin simply meant a 
burgher, a citizen of a i'rench town. Later the 
term ‘bourgeoisie was use to denote the trading 
classes, and, oddly enough, it was commonly em- 
ployed by aristocrats and the nobility ag a term of 
reproach. Moliére, writing for the French ‘¢ourt, 
often used it in this sense, and even now our dic- 
tionaries give one of the meanings of bourgeois 
as “wanting in * dignity or refinement; common, 
mean.” 

It is in no such sense that the Socialists use the 
term, though they are glad to profit by whatever 
reproach attached to its early meaning. 

From Karl Marx, who might be called the father 
of bolshevism, we gather that the bourgeoisie are 
“ The 
bourgeoisie is unfit any longer,” says Marx, “to 
be the ruling class in society, and to impose its 
conditions of existence upon society as an over- 
riding law. It is unfit to rule because it is incom- 
petent to assure an existence to its slave within his 
slavery, because it cannot help letting him sink 
into such a-state that it has to feed him instead of 
being fed by hin.” 

One of Marx’s well known maxims is that “ force 
is the birth-pamgs of society.” “And he explaigs 
further: “ What does the word revolt imply? Sim- 
ply disobedience to law. But’what are these laws 
that govern our lives? They are just the products 
of bourgeois society and of the institutions which 
they are supposed to defend. Revolution will sim- 
ply mean replacing these laws by others which 
will have an entirely different kind of justification.” 

The passages just quoted might easily be mis- 
taken for extracts from te most recent bolsheyist 
manifestoes tn spite of the fact that they were writ- 
ten more than half a century ago. Marx believed 
that with the*development-of industry a few rich 
persons would get richer while the great majority 
would get progressively poorer. Events have 
‘proved Marx a false prophet. It is true a few per- 
sons in every country have grown enormously 
wealthy, but on the other hand the great mass of 
the people everywhere, except pefhaps in Russia, 


own more property 
off than they were when Marx wrote “ Das Kapital.” 
Yet the bolshevists still want to apply the Marxian 
theory of the class war; they ‘are more concerned 
with the dictatorship of the proletariat thaa with 
a just distribution of wealth. | 
We need not consider how far the Marxian 
terminology is applicable’to Russia;-we want to 
know whether it is in any way applicable to the 
‘United States. Who constitute the “ruling class” 
in America? Who constituté slaves? We con- 
fess we do not know. The Socilists are, of course, 
ready with glib answers, but these are hardly sat- 
isfactory in a country where every one has a voice 
in determining who shall govern us and how. 
Our problem is even more @ifficult when we try 
to apply. the terms “bourgeoisie” and “ proleta- 
riat.”. They are words that are foreign to our 
thought and foreign to our conditions. If the 
proletariat s®#mply means the workers, then it must 
include praefically every self-respecting citizen of 
the United States. If the bourgeoisie means the 
middle class, that is, the class that has plenty to 
eat, comfortable homes, and a reasonable allowance 
for amusements, then it must include nearly all 
the people of the United States. It will include 
not only doctors, lawyerg, professors, farmers, ac- 
countants, clerks, and merchants, but a very high 
percentage of manual workers as well. In fact, 
some of the latter by virtue of their ‘earning ability 
or ownership of property are better off than those 
who are nominally considered as belonging to the 
middle class. 
The truth is that our bolshevists do not use the 
word “ bourgeoisie” because it has any application 
to conditions in this country, but because it has a 
sinister connotation—the cannotation given it by 
Karl Marx in describing a state of society entirely 
different from ours, They would have ug believe 
that our laws.and institutions are evil because they 
are the product of a “bourgeois ” society, whereas 
they represent nothing but the collective will of. 
the American people. If they are evil, then our 
collective will is evil. Assuming that evils exist, 
we must confess that we have no confidence in 
bettering conditions by means of a revolution 
which, in the words of Marx, wil] replace these laws 
by others “which have an entirely different kind 
of justification.”

But there is one thing Portugal does know how 
to do and that is, how to play. The arts and sci- 
ences—as represented by “the art of killing time 
and the science of enjoying the assassination ’’— 
are well developed. Lisbon probably is the gayest 
war capital of Europe and only one, Madrid, excels 
it among all the European seats of government. 

The Portuguese are born gamblers and the most 
brilliant side of their night life is found in the ex- 
clusive clubs of the city. Wonderfully appointed, 
with added attractions of excellent dinjng rooms, 
music, dancing, reading rooms, and libraries, they 
“ kept alive by one thing—the Portuguese love 
of play. 

Roulette, bad@arat, monte, chemin de fer, and 
French bank all have a place in the casinos, for 
your Portuguese is not a gambler who will ait long 
at a losing game. He would rather scatter h 
losings Over several, 

The stakes are high—the limit for a single num- 
ber at roulette is $40, and there seems to be rio 
limit for the even money bets in most of the casinos. 
And the play is rapid. There are many stories of 
fortunes won and lost over the Lisbon tables, but 
few indeed of suicides. Your Portuguese doesn’t 
take life that seriously. Suicide would come under 
the head of work. 

A certain man of noble family in Lisbon followed 
the wheel for years. He built himself a handsome 
palace on the Avenida—a palace which cost mil- 
lions—with wonderful tapestries and pairsitings, ele- 
gant furnishings, and a staircase which is a thing 
of hpauty and a joy forever. The marble columns 
are solid Carrara, the alabaster and ivory inlays 
are of exquisite workmanship, the fireplace in the 
library is of Italian renaissance mosaic; every de- 
tail is perfect.

The pent-up iil fortune of thousands of nights at 
the long green table burst in flocd, and in three 
months his entire fortune was sw*pt away. They 
took his beautiful home just as he left it and in 
the salon installed the baccarat,monte and roulette 
tables.

Dancing, as it always has been, !{s the favorite 
amusement of Lisbon, and one of the clubs, the 
most exclusive and the one most frequented by 
American visitors, makes a feature of this form 
of entertainment.

HIS is the centennial year of hay 
fever, the disease bmving been de- 
scribed by Bostock in 1819. Before 
that time, for 800 years, physicians 

here and there had written about cases 

which, from the description, were cases 
of hay fever. When Bostock wrote in 


alent and was known by the people as 
hay fever, although he could hot find 
where the doctors wrote or said much 
about it. The people very generally 
thought the disease was due to the in- 
halation of dust from hay. Bostock dis- 
agreed with the genera! opinion of the 
people, claiming that the disease was due 
as much to moist heat, sunshine, dust, 
and fatigue as it was to hay dust. 

Hay fever was discovered by the people 
and they pounded Away at the doctors 
until they got them to accept it. It can- 
not be said that hay fever is a physician- 
made disease. 

Since Bostock’s time most of the dis 
cussion by physicians has been as to the 
kind of pollen responsible for the disease. 
Most of the contentions are now known 
to be right. The disease can be produced 
by any one of a score of pollens, and 
sometimes one and sometimes another is 
at fault. 

The name hay fever is somewhat in- 
appropriate, since the disease is not a 
fever. There may be a little fever, but 
that symptom is of secondary impor- 
tance. It starts with an itching or burn- 
ing sensation in the nose or across the 
outside of the nose, or in the inner cor- 
| ner of the eye, sometimes in one place, 
sometimes in another. Soon sneezing 
commences. The nose runs a watery se- 
cretion, and the eygs are red and wa- 
tery. In some cases there is considerable 
swelling of the face and eyes. The irrita- 
tion of the nose and eyes is so great that 
sleep is much disturbed. There may be 
cough, or there may not be. In some 
caces the cough is asthmatic. 


The common opinion !s that hay fever 
starts at the stroke of the clock at a cer- 
tain hour of a certain day. There is very 
little ground for this widely accepted 
opinion. The most regular of the sub- 
r jects would not serve as examples to set 
the clock by. They get sick somewhere 
about a given day—sometimes earlier and 
sometimes later. Just as June peas can- 
not be depended on to come first_to the 
table on the same day in June for a 
series of years. 


The man with hay fever is uncomfort- 
abiy but not seriously sick. He does just 
as well, and perhaps a little better, if he 
remains at work. Sitting around on the 
veranda and gossiping about one’s hay 
fever is not a good plan. 


The disease is closely related to asthma. 
In fact, one name for it is hay asthma, 
and, basically, it‘is the same as asthma. 
In each of the diseases there is a hyper- 
susceptibility to something. Some gsub- 
stance which is entirely wholesome to the 
general run of people is most unwhole- 
some to thg person affected. When that 
substance is inhaled or eaten there re- 
sults a series of effects which determine 
the nature of the disease. If the effects 
are felt by the small blood vessels of 
cer.ain areas of the skin, the result is 
urticaria, or nettle rash, also known as 
wheals and bdéld hives. If the substance 
spends itseif on the membranes of the 
bronchial tubes, the result is asthma ; if 
on the bieod vessels of the nose, the re- 
sult is hay fever. It occasionally happens 
that urticaria and asthma go together. 
It frequently happens that hay fevér and 
bronchial asthma are associated. 

~ 

There are two general types of hay 
fever—that which comes in the spring 
and is known sometimes as rose cold, 
and that which comes in the late sum- 
mer and goes more frequently under the 
name hay fever. As a general proposi- 
tion, rose colds are due to pollens from 
grasses and hays. — 

In California the spring form of hay 
fever is due to Johnson grass, crab grass, 
Bermuda grass, and some other grasses; 
in Oregon, to velvet grass, orchard grass, 
blue grass, and some others. The grasses 
respomgible for the disease in Washing- 
ton are _— the same as those in Ore- 
gon; in Wyoming, western wheat grass, 
blue glass, timothy, and hair grass. In 
Arizona, New Mexico, Idaho, Nevada, 
and Utah it is due to wild oat grass, 
sleepy grass, and tall wheat grasses, ac- 
cording to Scheppegrell. In the more

being due‘to cocklebur, marsh elder, and 
a few other weeds. In the Pacific and 
Rocky Mountain region they are due to 
worm weeds, sage, and a few others. The 
spring form is due to the grasses, 
chenopods, Russian thistleb, and yellow 
docks, 


rr the pollen grains of a plant are of 
large size they will not be carried far. 
Most of the grasses and weeds responsi- 
ble for hay fever have small pollen 
grains. Another factor {fs the spicules 
on the grains. These cause some irri- 
tation, but, In the main, they serve to 
hold the grain on the membrane.

chemical substances absorbed from the 
grains and to which the sufferer is ex- 
quisitely sensitive. 

But the pollen is not always the only 
factor in the case. About 25 per cent 
of all asthmatics, including thoge who 
suffer from hay asthma, haye physical 
conditions such as nose, throat, and 
chest’ conditions, which are responsible 
for the disease. The proportion of cases 
of hay feyer due to organic conditions 
is not so large as 25 per cent, but every 
one knows of some cases that have been 
relieved by operations on the nose and 
throat, while most of the long estab- 
lished cases cannot be wholly cured of 
their tendency without having some nose 
work done, ° 

Again, while cases of hay fever at the 
onset of attacks are usually due to in- 
halation of pollens, after the disease has 
run a week or more the ordinary bac- 
teria of nose colds and bronchitis eom- 
plicate the situation.

PATENT MEDICINH CURES—None 
of these is of service, as most old stag- 
ers have found out. In the olden times 
most hay fever cures contained cocaine. 
Such did much mbdre harm than good. 
Those now sold are not so harmful, They 
are condemned as being useless, 

CLIMATE CURES—The climates en- 
joying some repute are the mountains of 
New Hampshire and Vermont, the re- 
gion around Petoskey and points on the 
shores of Lake Superior, the Rocky 
mountain regions above 7,000 feet in 
elevation, and certain parts of the Pa- 
cific coast and many small islands. A 
hay fever sufferer is not justified to run 
from his disease to any advantage unfil 
he knows to which pollens he is super- 
sensitive. After he has found that out 
he should next discover a section in 
which that pollen is not found. If he 
is hyper-sensitive to ragweed hs may 
escape by going to the Pacific coast. If 


he is hyper-sensitive to sage he may} 


escape by leaving the coast and going 
to New Hampshire, Vermont, or the 
northern peninsula. 

Other than those who escape by run- 
ning from the ragweed country to the 
sage country the majority do better by 
traveling considerable distances across 
parallels, as for instance from the south 
to Petoskey or from thetnorth to Florida. 
To those to whom they are available long 
sea voyages or a prolonged residence on 
a small, barren island swept by sea 
winds offer good chances of escape. Ifa 
person can live for several months each 
summer and fall somewhere near the 
snow line in the Rocky mountains and 
will not venture down under any cir- 
cumstances he will stand a reasonably 
good chance of escaping the disease. 

But the climate cure is expensive and, 
in addition it leads to the veranda- 
symptom club—the one about as much a 
drawback as the other,

HOME CURES—The market now af- 
fords extracts of pollens put up in 
scaled tubes for testing hyper-sensitive- 
ness. These tests can be made by any 
physician... To make the test the skin 
of a small section of the arm is cleaned 
as is done for vacrination. An area the 
size of a pea is scarified and into the 
searified place the pollen: extract is 
rubbed.lightly. If the particular pollen 
tested is not the cause of the trouble

The different pollens are tested until 
the offending variety is located. Then 
the patient’s susceptibility is lessened by 
injections of pollen extracts made from 
the offending weeds. In the middle west 
this is practically always ragweed. 
Drs. Frank and Strouse advise that the 
pollen injections be begun somewhere 
about July 1 in persons subject to fall 
hay fever. To begin in June would be 
better still. If the symptoms come on 
they advise switching from pollen ex- 
tracts to autogenous bacterial vaccines. 
If there are nose cqnditions present such 
as provoke or add to hay fever these 
For those not in 
a position to take pollen vaccines and 
autogenous bacterial vaccines there is 
often benefit from the prolonged use of 
calcium chloride. 
' Dissolve four ounces of calcium chlo- 
ride crystals in one pint of water. Take 
one teaspoonful after each meal. It may 
be taken in a simple syrup. To be ef- 
fective this should be taken continuously 
for several months. To fend against 
late summer hay fever it should be be- 
gun in the spring and continued until 
well in the autumn. 


As a measure for the prevention of hay 
fever communities should have weed ordi- 
nances. These should require that weeds 
be cut before they reach a height of nine 
inches on all ground within one mile of 
where people live or work. If, as Schep- 
pegrell says, 1 per cent of the total popu- 
lation are subject to hay fever a com- 
pulsory weed ordinance is not an unrea- 
sonable requirement.

We who review the dramas have a 
softer life. Our readers are gentle peo- 
ple, who regard our words as infallible 
and not to be disputed. We can refer 
with blithe impunity to Strindberg’s 
“Cherry Blossoms” or Tolstoy's “ Lit- 
tle Orloff,” and trifling is the 
tion thereafter.

EW YORK.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Since last Septem- 
ber the Lambs’ club has dined 
and entertained at its home in 
Forty-fourth street between 13,000 and 
14,000 wounded American soldiers.

NEI of the many problems which 
follow in the wake of any great 
conflict is that devoted to the 
economic future of the victims

‘Those of us who may have seen our 
military hospitals crowded to the doors 
with our men will feel like rejecting 
the qualitative expression “some” and 
substituting “many.” Yet in compari- 
son with the casualty lists of the other 
countries ours is light. 


’ Light though it is, the men who com- 
prise it make'‘for us a vitally impor- 
tant question at this time. They filled 
our army for us—whgt place is to be 
theirs In the days of peace? Leave 
aside the problem of the uninjured sol- 
dier—he can and will push for his own 
job. But what of the men who have 
suffered physical | or a mental dis- 
turbance? 

Under the auspices of the Art Alli- 
ance of America, the central states 
division, there has been this week on 
the third floor of the Art institute an 
illuminating exhibition of articles made 
by patients in the Fort Sheridan hos- 
pital and other institutions of healing. 
It would be pathetic were it not such 
a successful illustration of the practical 
and artistic uses to which much undi- 
rected, or divided, or otherwise stunted 
energy may be put. ¢ 

An entire room was given up to ob- 
jects made by patients in the hospital 
at Fort Sheridan. These patients were 
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There is a place for them, each of 


them, in the industrial work of 
America. 

This exhibition forces the question— 
and answers it. The Art alliance as 
godfather dtands back of the work in 
handicrafts being condutted in the mil- 
itary hospitals, and plans and proposi- 
tions for marketing the products are 
being matured in its kindly bosom. Yet, 
mark you, there is no charity about 
this move—it is pure and simple busi- 
ness. 

Other work from other types of insti- 
tutions that care for the feeble and: in- 
capacitated are also found in this ex- 
hibit. Among those represented are 
the Presbyterian hospital, the Henry B. 
Favill School of Occupations, the Chi- 
cago State hospital, the Elgin State 
hospital, the tuberculosis hospital, and 
the Cook county hospital. And in each 
case there is shown a triumphant sal- 
vage of otherwise waste energy. 


The problem of the insane {s a pa- 
thetic one. The cure of mental dis- 
tresses is practically impossible. Yet 
the person laboring under such an af- 
fliction is generally of- strong physique 
and of long life. Through the years 
that he or she must live what outlet 
can be given for the industrial force 
that instinctively develops in every in- 
dividual, sane.or otherwise? That 
question is answered here. There are 
various articles, clever, artistic, charin- 
ing, made by men and women mentally 
unfit. 

Take this for an example: A man 
83 years of age, a defective, a man who 
as a boy could never get beyond the 
fourth grade in school and who is now 
a patient in the,Elgin hospital, de- 
signed and execfted a fascinating 
group consisting of the pumpkin coach 
of Cinderella, with Cinderella herself 
inside, a fat mouse coachman, two 
plump mouse footmen perched up be- 
hind, and four jolly fat rat. horses.

Glidden Tour to 
Be Revived with 
N. Y.- Frisco Run? 


A. A. A. Proposes Event 
for Summer of 


ASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.— 
The question of a transcontl- 
_ hental reliability run in 1920 
from New York City to San 
Francisco, for the Glidden team trophy, 
the A. A. A, $2,000 cup for the touring 
car class, and the Anderson trophy for 
runabouts, was referred to Chairman 
Kennerdell and his contest board asso- 
ciates at the American Automobile as- 
sociation’s annuel meeting here this 
week. It is quite possible that the 
event will be scheduled for the late 
summer of 1920. 
The association voted to ask’ con- 
gress to amend the federal aid road 


act in such manner that the joint fed- 
eral and state money shall only be ex- 
pended upon roads which are included 
in well definea state highway sys- 
tems. Furthermore, it will be set forth 
that the secretary of agriculture 
should be empowered, in passing upon 
the projects submitted by the several 
state highway departments, to decide 
that the federal apportionment of cost 
can be increased to 75 per cent, instead 
of the present half and half plan. 

Besides taking this action, the asso- 
ciation indorsed the Townsend bill call- 
ing for a federal highway system and 
a federal commission, since that meas- 
ure, just introduced in congress, con- 
tains the principles for which the na- 
tional motorist organization has con- 
tended for some time past. 

In the election of officers the A. A. A. 
recognized that since woman is now 
going to help along the country-wide 
improvement of highways, Mrs. Robert 
Lee Morrell of New York City was in- 
cluded in the list of vice presidents, 
and upon being notified immediately 
wired her acceptance and entire will- 
ingness to aid in the national good 
roads campaign.

| QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS . - By High Speed ‘| 


A recent issue of THr TRIBUNE con- 
tains the statement that five gallons 
of kerosene with one pound of com- 
mercial sulphuric ether is substan- 
tially equivalent to a good grade of 
gasoline. Can you go so far as to say 
that such a mixture has no more ten- 
dency to go by the rings into the crank: 
case and dilute the lubricating oil with 
the usual disastrous results? And will 
you tell me just what information you 
have bearing on the use of ether as a 
starting fuel or power stimulant with 
respect to the stories frequently told 
of engines being wrecked or cylinder 
heads blown off after an engine has 
been dosed with ether?

Kerosene is made up of a number of com- 
ponents whose boiling points begin where 
the boiling points of the lowest components 
of gasoline leave off. In other words, kero- 
gene on the whole has a higher boiling point 
than gasoline. M the engine of a car is very 
warm, then a mixture such as you speak of 
will not run by the pistons, for the extra 
heat caused by the ether will allow the 
kerosene to burn completely. But if the 
engine is cold or only slightly warm, then 
the fuel will no deubt run by the pistons 
and dilute the lubricating oil. There is a 
possibility of disaster when ether is used 
for starting purposes. No one should be 
encouraged to use it in the pure state for 
priming an Wngine, for its gaseous volume 
after explosion is so much larger than that 
of gasoline that the pressure within the
